SUBJECT: Statement concerning Ernest P. Boland 

FROM: Ron Hegwood, Scout Executive 
Northeast Georgia Council 
Boy Scouts of America 

Based on the following facts, I believe there is justifiable 

cause to place the name of Ernest P. Boland of Box 109, 

Barnett Shoals Road,, Athens, Georgia on the confidential 

list of the Boy Scouts of America and to deny him registration 

as an adult Scouting volunteer. As Scout Executive of the 

Northeast Georgia Council, I recommend this action. 

The Facts : 

May 19 72 - Upon assuming the position of Scout Executive of 
the Northeast Georgia Council in May 1972, I was informed of 
certain accusations concerning sexual misconduct involving 
Ernest Boland. Scout Executive Buford Hill stated that 




had brought charges to the B.S.A. Troop 2 



committee stating that Boland had forced his son to perform 
oral sex acts with Boland acting as the male figure. These 
alleged acts occured between 1961-63 during the time Boland 
was serving as Scoutmaster for Troop 22, 1st Baptist Church 
of Athens. According to it was several years 
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after the incidents and during psychiatric counseling that 
his son reported the facts. In the meantime, Boland had 
resigned as Scoutmaster of Troop 22 and after a 2 year period 
of Scouting inactivity, he had organized Troop 2 of Green 
Acres Baptist Church. serving as Scoutmaster. At the time of 
the accusations, the troop committee of Troop 2 [after careful 
deliberation) determined to ask for Boland 1 s resignation as 
Scoutmaster. However, before the troop committee could act, 
Boland resigned giving health reasons. 

There was strong evidence that Boland had been involved with 
several Scouts, however, in all cases, it was his word against 
another individual. 

Hopefull that the situation had been resolved by Boland's 
resignation, Buford Hill determined that the best course was 
to inform me and then to suspend any further action. Based on 
my knowledge of the situation, I concurred in this decision. 
1975- 75 : During this period, Boland repeatedly made overtures 
to me concerning the organization of a new Scout troop with 
him serving as Scoutmaster. I was able to discourage this 
action for 3 years with evasions and generalities. In the 
summer of 1975, he asked me the point-blank question , "Is my 
name on the Confidential List of B.S.A. and can you prevent 
me from becoming a Scoutmaster?" I again discouraged him 
from becoming a Scoutmaster but had to admit that I could not 
prevent his registration. 
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He (Boland) immediately began the organization of Troop 3 
sponsored by Beech Haven Baptist Church of Athens. This 
troop was chartered in the fall of 1975. 

April 1976: the Scout office and 

made the fol lowing accusations: 

(1) Boland had forced his son, who was ^-^^S^^J tQ 

perform oral sex acts with Boland playing the male 
dominate role . 

(2) There was reason to believe that there were as many 
as 10-12 boys involved, but in every case, parents 
had determined not to come forward because of the 
potential for harm to their sons who were now adults 
with families. 

(3) He restated all charges given to the Troop 2 committee 
in May 1972. 

My reaction was that I would seek advice on the matter which 
I did from two attorneys and an Area Director. There was still 
concern that we could place charges that would hold up in a 
court of law. | ^JrfHHB H^ was to get back in touch ... which 
he did not do until January 1977. 

January 19 7 7 r^' ^ '^ made c °ntact and stated that he had 

determined to drop the matter due to possible harm to his son 
who was now 30 years of age and a practicing dentist. During 
the conversation, another name ^^^j^Try^ 1 ^ ^^ <■ brought up 
who was to have allegedly been involved with Boland on the same 
basis. 
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February 1977 : I called Paul Ernst at the National Office 
and he advised me on how to proceed. 

In an appointment with^ES^^ 29) he stated that 

Boland had in fact made him perform oral sex acts with 
Boland again playing the male role. In addition, the roles 
were reversed with acting as the male. At the time 

of these acts,| ^as 12 years of age and was a ward 

of Boland' s on the action of the Clarke County Juvenile Court. 

tatcd that several other hoys were forced to do the 
same type sex acts. He further stated that he would face Boland 
with the charges and that he would assist me in locating other 
boys who were alleged to have been involved. 
March 1977 : I had not discussed this matter with Troop 3's 
committee but I did determin to discuss the matter with the 
Pastor of Beech Haven Baptist Church, Rev. Dr. James N. Griffith. 
In a discussion with Rev. Griffith, a few additional facts were 
uncovered . 

(1) Boland has kept an apartment away from his residence 
and without the knowledge of his family. The alleged 
purpose of which was being involved with male companions. 
(2] While at Army Reserve training this past year, he had 

provided airline tickets for two Scouts (from broken homes) 
to fly to Maryland to spend the week with him in a motel. 
March 10 , 1977 : After this detailed investigation, I determined 
to ask for his resignation as Scoutmaster and on Thursday evening 
March 10, 1977, I (by myself) asked him to resign as Scoutmaster 
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and to not attempt to become involved in Scouting activities 
at anytime in the future. I did not make any accusations. His 
reaction was passive and ; on March 11, 1977 he wrote the attached 
letter. 

Postscript : The complicated part of this matter deals with the 
image the man portrays to the community. He is a Colonel in 
the Army Reserve, a Rotarian, active in many community and civic 
affairs including Advisory Board of the Clarke County Board of 
Education. He has served as Scoutmaster for 25 years with an 
average troop size of 75 members annually and 20 members of the 
troop committee. Hundreds of Scouts have earned the Eagle award 
under his guidance and his troop was on one occasion written 
up in Boy's Life. 

It is with regret but with unswerving conviction that I recommend 
placing Ernest P. Boland on the Confidential List of the B.S.A.
